land, Cal.: Ho came to California In 
186(1. He entered the employ of life 
Southern Pacific kiailroad lu ISdfl und 
was given an engine In 1808. Hi: waa 
killed July IHh by the wrecking of tils 
train near Sacramento, strikers having 
loosened a rail, thus throwing his engine 
over a trestle into a slough where he 
waa found under his englrflNtwo diiya 
later, .luly 3d he was choaen to takeout 
a train from Sacramento, but was pre- 
vented by the strikers, though guarded 
by'United Stated marshals and deputies. 


The strikers stoned the engine, one 


atone striking him on the hip, yet "Clark 
did not turn his head." 
They cut hia 


train, ran the cars back Into llhe yard, 
pulled his fireman from UIB engine and 
kicked and beat him. 


This wns the last attempt made to 


move a train out ol Sncramento-tlll July 
11, when at his request ho was placed on 
the engine. The effort wan successful 
only to meet its horrible fate about 
three miles out
